Fighting Parson Before 
Lions, Exposes Crime 
Grip on County Officials 


PASTORS HOLD 
CONFERENCE AT 
ORPHAN HOME 


F orty Lions and their w ives sat 
down to dinner last night at the 
Palatine M ethodist church, and a f­ 
terw ard heard an address by Dr. 
Elm er L. W illiam s, the M ethodist 
m inister who, for more tnan tw enty 
years, has fought vice and bad gov­ 
ernm ent in Chicago. 
Dr. W illiam s 
told in brief the story of his search 
for the facts of political corruption 
as the first requirem ent in the e f­ 
fort to build up public opinion to 
correct the evils of the alliance be­ 
tween graft and crooked politics. 
He is now' being sued 
for 
three 
hundred dollars for dam ages which 
the form er city sealer of Chicago 
claim s Dr. W illiam s did him bv 
statem ents made in “L ightin g the 
m onthly paper edited by the 
re­ 
form er. 
Mr. W illiam s said that he took 
for granted that one of the pur­ 
poses of Lions Clubs, Booster Clubs 
and kindred organizations were to 
keep the town free from evil in­ 
fluences. 
He urged them to watch 
out and not allow com mercialized 
politics get a grip upon the com ­ 
m unity. 
He said 
that 
Palatine 
should build for the future, not so 
much for quantity as for quality, 
keeping it free from road 
houses 
and other influences that bear the 
ear m arks of the crime protection 
ring. 
Good schools, good churches 
m ake a good place to live. 
“I never resigned m y citizenship 
to be a preacher,” said Dr. W illiam s 
last night. 
‘‘It is my business as 
much as anybody else’s how our 
governm ent is run. 
Some 
very 
pious people 
think 
a 
preacher 
ought not to dabble in politics. But 
politics is sim ply the method of 
handling public affairs, and I have 
a duty here. 
Of course the saloon 
crowd and the grafters think 
a 
preacher should keep out.” 


“But conditions are getting un­ 
bearable. 
Take taxes. 
There arc 
groups that offer to bx the taxes 
for you if you think they are too 
high. 
In 1927 I paid two hundred 
dollars taxes on a house that now 
I am taxed four hundred dollars 
on.”
